Game Warden John Dees of Me- 


Gehee said the 350-pound bear was 
shot to death Sunday by a Negro 
farmer at Delco lake, near here, 
after the animaj appeared near the 
farmer's home. 


Dees took the carcass to McGe- 


hee to be dressed and distributed 
to charitable institutions. • 


The warden said he was mak- 


ing an investigation because killing 
of bears is against the law in Ar- 
kansas.
